The  excellent  program  which  has  been 
arranged  will  feature  Dr.  Ruth  Gruber  of 
"Destination  Palestine"  fame  as  guest 
speaker  and  Miss  Ruth  Kobart  of  New 
York  as  guest  artist. 

Ruth  Gruber,  foreign  correspondent  for 
the  New  York  Herald  Tribune  has  just 
returned  from  Israel  where  she  spent  three 
months  touring  the  country,  covering  the 
war  fronts,  talking  to  cabinet  ministers, 
soldiers  and  the  man  in  the  street.  In 
Cyprus,  she  was  the  only  correspondent  to 
watch  the  screening  of  Jewish  refugees 
by  British  authorities  in  preparation  for 
their  departure  for  Israel  and  accompanied 
them  to  Haifa. 

Dn  her  way  back  to  America,  Miss  Gruber 
covered  the  opening  sessions  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  United  Nations  in  Paris. 

Her  book  “Destination  Palestine,”  (re- 
viewed in  the  Ottawa  Jewish  Bulletin 
on  December  24),  a first-hand  account  of 
the  story  of  the  Haganah  ship.  Exodus 
1947.  was  published  recently  and  has  been 
acclaimed  by  critics  and  readers  every- 
where. Her  graphic  and  moving  descrip- 
tions of  the  prison  ships  were  quoted 
extensively  in  many  publications  through- 
out America. 

Miss  Gruber  accompanied  the  UNSCOP 
Committee  on  a tour  of  Europe  and  Pales- 
tine and  was  the  only  correspondent 
attached  to  the  Committee  permitted  to 
enter  Cyprus. 

Born  in  New  York,  Miss  Gruber  was 
acclaimed  the  youngest  Doctor  of  Phil- 
osophy in  the  world  when  she  took  a Ph. 

D.  sumraa  cum  laude  at  the  age  of  twenty 
at  the  University  of  Cologne.  She  had 
previously  studied  and  won  preliminary 
degrees  at  New  York  University,  Mount 
Holyoke,  Harvard  and  the  University  of 
Wisconsin.

She  has  travelled  throughout  the  United 
States  and  Europe  covering  stories  of  sig- 
nificant social  and  economic  import.  After 
a trip  to  the  Soviet  Arctic  she  wrote  a 
book  entitled  "I  Went  to  the  Soviet 
Arctic”  which  won  her  the  admiration  of 
journalists,  the  plaudits  of  explorers  and 
the  attention  of  official  Washington. 

In  1941,  Secretary  of  the  Interior  Harold 
I ekes  appointed  her  Field  Representative 
for  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  sent 
her  to  Alaska  to  make  a study  of  develop- 
ments in  that  territory. 

In  1944,  Miss  Gruber  was  sent  to  Italy 
to  bring  1o  Oswego,  New  York,  the  thousand 
refugees  whom  President  Roosevelt  had 
invited  to  America. 

Dr.  Gruber  is  widely  known  and  highly 
-regarded  as  a lecturer. 

( luest  artist  Ruth  Kobart,  soprano,  a 
graduate  of  Chicago’s  Conservatory  of 
Music  has  appeared  extensively  through- 
out the  United  States  on  concert  tours 
and  recently  starred  in  the  New  York 
production  of  “Hansel  and  Gretel.”

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OUR  NEEDS  AT  HOME 

We  the  Jewish  people  have  struggled 
feverishly  to  make  real  HerzI’s  dream. 
Thank  G-d,  we  have  lived  to  see  the  State 
of  Israel.  Without  doubt,  it  will  continue 
to  have  its  problems  and  Canadian  Jewry 
will  be  obliged  to  continue  mobilizing  sup- 
port on  its  behalf.  We  are,  however,  pain- 
fully aware  that  because  of  the  urgencies, 
of  our  people  in  its  life  and  death  struggle, 
we  have  neglected  to  develop  the  social, 
religious  and  cultural  life  on  the  home  front. 

It  is  regrettable  to  note  how  few  of  our 
adolescents  and  young  men  and  women  en- 
joy any  worthy  experiences  in  Jewish  living 
— find  their  way  to  the  House  of  G-d,  or 
are  nourished  by  the  teachings  of  our 
Torah!  At  the  present  rate  of  religious 
deterioration,  our  daily  services  will  be 
attended  entirely  by  those  reciting  “Kad- 
disli” — while  already  two  of  our  five  syna- 
gogues have  no  regular  daily  minyon.  Ex- 
cept for  a shallow  pride  in  being  a Jew, 
far  too  many  are  uninformed  and  defense- 
less in  the  face  of  the  mildest  intellectual 
challenges.  Alas,  too  many  of  us  are  bat- 
tered about  in  a turbulent  sea  of  doubt 
and  spiritual  conflict — living  without  a 
sustaining  and  satisfying  faith  in  G-d  and 
the  undergirding  values  of  an  ethical  and 
moral  direction  in  life.  We  are  rapidly  be- 
coming a secularized  Jewry,  in  whom  the 
very  concepts  of  G-d  and  Torah  are  becom- 
ing clouded.  Nor  in  our  first  blush  of  na- 
tional recognition  may  we  lose  sight  of 
the  fact  that  the  validity  of  Judaism  and 
the  Jewish  people  is  postulated  on  our  be- 
ing an  Am  Adonai — a Godly  people,  and 
that  Malian  Torah — the  acceptance  of  the 
Torah  was  a prerequisite  to  entry  into  Eretz 
Israel. 

As  we  strenuously  desire  an  Aliyah  to 
Israel  for  our  people  still  languishing  in 
D.P.  camps,  so  do  we  in  our  very  own 
city  require  a spiritual  Aliyah — an  Aliyah 
to  G-d — to  Jewish  ethical  and  spiritual 
values.  We  are  desperately  in  need  of 
providing  facilities  and  personnel  for  pro- 
gramming and  guiding  not  one  but  two 
generations  of  young  men  and  women  to- 
wards a self-respecting,  meaningful,  purpose- 
ful and  gratifying  Jewish  life. 


hhe  calendar  and  machinery  for  raising 
Ottawa  Jewry’s  commitments  to  t he  var- 
ious Zionist  and  overseas  funds  are  set  up 
and  we  pray  for  their  overwhelming  suc- 
cess. Yet  it  is  painful  to  note  that  the 
campaign  to  provide  for  our  local  religious, 
cultural  and  social  needs  of  “Youth” — a 
budget  considered  the  absolute  minimum 
and  representing  only  a small  fraction  of 
what  is  sent  out  of  tin'  community  has  fal- 
len short  of  its  goal. 

A e have  failed  ourselves.  Every  day 
that  we  sit  idly  b3^  and  allow  this  situation 
to  go  unremedied — we  are  guilty  of  moral 
and  spiritual  negligence.  Important  as  sup- 
port to  Israel  is  (and  we  encourage  every 
member  of  our  community  to  maintain  a 
high  level  of  giving)  maintaining  and  de- 
veloping a Jewish  community  at  home  is 
of  equal  concern  to  us  if  we  anticipate  pre- 
serving Jewish  life  and  values  in  Ottawa 
— if  we  want  to  cultivate  a generation  of 
self-respecting;  dignified,  G-d  conscious  and 
loyal  Jews!

JEWISH  HOLIDAYS:  DO  YOU  KNOW 
THEM  ? By  Elise  F.  Molier.  The  Women's 
Press.  Second  Ed.  1946.  New  York.  25c. 
31  p|). 

This  little  booklet  makes  for  an  under- 
standing ot  Jewish  values  and  an  apprecia- 
tion of  them.  Elise  F.  Molier,  gives  us 
descriptions  and  methods  of  observance, 
with  all  the  modern  creative  techniques 
such  as  drama,  arts,  crafts,  _ games,  etc., 
necessary  for  an  'AThderstanding  of  the 
historic  background  as  well  as  the  modern 
meaning  of  the  High  Holidays,  Chanukah, 
Purim  and  Passover, 

I his  is  a fine  volume  to  be  recommended 
to  our  non-Jewish  friends  from  whom  we 
wish  to  eliminate  prejudice  or  discrimina- 
tion by  providing  them  with  a,  knowledge 
of  their  Jewish  neighbours. 

I NEVER  SAW  AN  ARAB  LIKE  HIM.  Bv 
James  Maxwell.  Houghton  Mifflin  and  Co. 
Boston.  1948.  $2.50.  207  pp. 

Mark  Dickson,  Special  Agent  in  Intelli- 
gence in  the  United  States  Army  was  as- 
signed to  Tripoli,  Libya.  In  1945,  Tripoli 
was  the  land  where  East  met  West.  — the 
land  connecting  the  two  cultures.  This 
volume  is  a collection  of  closely  woven 
events  which  took  place  in  Tripoli,  and 
which  give  us  an  insight  into  the  complexi- 
ties of  the  Near  East,  the  relationship  be- 
tween Jew,  Arab  and  Englishman,  and  the 
Jewish-Arab  conflict. 

One  of  the  many  interesting  personalities 
described  is  that  of  Id.  Goldstein,  Assistant 
Provost  Marshal  at  the  A.T.C.  field,  whose 
placid  and  indifferent  attitude  toward  Zion- 
ism and  anti-semitism  suddenly  becomes 
changed  when  he  is  personally  attacked. 


PALESTINE:  LAND  OF  ISRAEL.  Intro- 
duction by  Pierre  van  Paassen.  Photo,  by 
Herbert  S.  Sonnenfeld.  Ziff-Davis  Pub.  Co. 
Chicago.  1948.  $5.00.  128  pp. 

In  his  introduction  to  this  volume  of  150 
photographs,  Pierre  van  Paassen  tells  the 
story  of  the  “miracle”  that  has  taken  place 
within  the  last  thirty  years  in  the  Land 
ol  Israel.  He  sketches  the  development  of 
Zionism  from  HerzI’s  day  to  the  present 
time  when  Israel  has  become  a nation,  des- 
pite the  misdeeds  of  provocateurs  into 
whose  hands  ample  weapons  for  the  des- 
truction ot  every  Jew  have  been  thrust. 
This  is  the  introduction  to  the  camera — eye 
witness  of  the  story  of  a heroic  people,  who, 
after  centuries  of  oppression  and  exile  have 
come  into  their  own  — have  achieved  na- 
t ionhood. 

In  addition,  Pierre  van  Paassen  has  in- 
troduced each  series  of  photographs  with 
an  explanation  which  is  enlightening  and 
makes  a fine  complement  to  the  very  ex- 
cellent camera  studies  of  life  in  the  Kib- 
butz. of  Jerusalem,  of  public  Divine  wor- 
ship, of  Haifa,  Tel  Aviv,  of  industries,  of 
Arab  neighbours  — friendly  to  the  young 
pioneers  and  of  new  arrivals  from  Cyprus 
to  Israel. 

This  is  a fine  picture  record  of  the  birth 
of  a nation. 

IN  HENRY'S  BACKYARD  — THE  RACES 
OF  MANKIND.  By  Ruth  Benedict  and 
Gene  Wolfish.  Henry  Schuman.  New  York. 
1948.  $2.00.  54  pp. 

Ruth  Benedict  and  Gene  Wolfish,  two 
members  of  the  Department  of  Anthropol- 
ogy in  Columbia  University,  have  used  the 
universal  language  of  pictures  to  give  us 
the  basic  truths  about  race,  which  Henry, 
a citizen  of  our  world,  learns  in  his  own 
backyard.  Henry  dreams  one  night  that 
the  whole  world  was  living  in  his  backyard. 
When  he  awakes  the  next  morning,  he  finds 
it  true — his  first  impulse  is  to  rush  out 
and  shake  hands  with  his  neighbours  — but 
each  man  has  a Green  Devil  which  does  not 
allow  him,  because  each  man  is  different. 

Henry  discusses  the  situation,  and  comes 
to  the  conclusion  that  we’ve  only  one  world 
and  we’re  all  in  it,  and  our  duty  is  to 
all  get  together  and  contribute  to  the  mak- 
ing of  a better  society. 

This  is  a fine  little  volume  which  can  be 
enjoyed  by  every  member  of  the  family.
